WO 9605015 (corresponding to U.S. Patent No. 6,011,234): This invention 
appears to be related to a device designed to weld together at two parts using 
arc welding or resistance welding, in particular pressure arc welding, techniques. 
An arc is struck across a gap between the two parts, thus causing them to melt. 
IN order to ensure a very precise defined vertical gap between the parts, the 
second part is first placed on the first. The final position, determine a program 
control unit, is measured by means of a travel measurement instrument. Starting 
from this "position", the bolt is lifted through a freely programmable distance and 
the main welding current is activated. At the end of the prescribed period of time, 
the bolt on the second part is moved towards the first part, this movement being 
carried out under program control. U.S. Patent No. 6,011,234 appears to be 
equivalent to this European application (a copy of which is attached). 

WO 961 1767: This invention appears to be related to a stud welding device with 
an axially displaceable adjusting element for displacement from a front position 
into a rear position and back, in which a magnetic field and a coil interact in such 
a way that, when the coil is connected to a controllable current source, an axial 
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force is produced in order to displace the adjusting element, the movement of 
which is transmitted to a stud holder, characterized in that the coil is rigidly 
arranged on a hollow body which is connected to the adjusting element and is 
arranged axially movably in an air gap between a magnetizable core and a 
magnetizable sheath, the magnetic field being conveyed via at least one yoke 
connecting the core and the sheath while passing radially through the coil, the 
coil exerting on the adjusting element an axial force acting only in one direction 
as a function of the direction of current during current control.
